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Cases of bed bugs confirmed at Estill Springs 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS, HEALTH 
DEPARTMENT WORKING TO 
COMBAT PROBLEM

Parents became concerned 
last week when letters were sent 
home with students at Estill 
Springs Elementary warning about 
bed bugs that were found in the 


school. 

According to a fact sheet pro¬ 
vided by the Estill County Health 
Department, “bed bugs are a type 
of wingless insect found worldwide 
that feed off the blood of humans 
and others mammals.” 

Estill County Schools 
Superintendent Bert Hensley said 
bed bugs were carried into the 
school on some students and that 
“necessary measures have been 
taken,” to prevent an outbreak. 

“If there is ever a child that is 


confirmed to have bed bugs, there 
is a process we have to go through,” 
he said. 

Because of confidentiality of the 
students, no information about 
what classroom or part of the 
school was at the most risk of 
transfer of the pests is available. 

Hensley said once there was sus¬ 
picion of bed bugs, the suspected 
students were checked by the nurse 
for signs of an infestation. 

Once it was confirmed the stu¬ 
dents had bed bugs, their clothing 


was taken and bagged up to pre¬ 
vent transfer of the bugs and they 
were given clothing to wear home 
from the Family Resource Center. 

Hensley said, at this point, Social 
Services was contacted and a home 
visit was made in order to begin 
developing a plan to fight the 
infestation. 

“We are working with this fam¬ 
ily to ensure the safety of the kids 
and the other students at Estill 
Springs,” he said. 

School officials have been work¬ 


ing closely with Kenny Cole, envi¬ 
ronmentalist at the Estill County 
Health Department, to monitor 
the problem. 

The school has been sprayed and 
cleaned to begin combating any 
bugs that may be in the school. 

Hensley said the issue with 
locating the pests is that they lay 
dormant until night time. 

During the day, the bugs hide in

Wise, who was killed in a vehicle 
accident in 2010, is remembered as 
kind-hearted, gentley and friendly 
among other things. 

When speaking with those who 
knew Will, one thing is clear: he had 
a smile that was contagious. 

“He always smiled and he was 
always happy,” said Sandy Judge, a 


Wise family friend. “He had a way of 
making other people smile, too.” 

Judge said this is what makes her 
feel so dedicated to a cause that has 
offered hundreds of toys to Estill 
County children who need an extra 
reason to smile. 

She and several others from the 
community have worked diligently 
since losing Will to donate toys to 
sick children around the holidays 
each year.

Judge is involved in lead to her involvement with the charity 

She and winners of the Miss Estill County CommUNITY 
pageant, of which she is the director, have helped with the toy 
drive since it began just after Wills passing. 

“Dixie wanted to start the toy drive in Wills honor,” she 
said. “She asked if the girls from the pageant might be able 
to help.” 

Judge said she was on board from the beginning. 

She said at first she often wondered why the family chose 
this particular charity to honor their son and brother. 

She has come to realize the charity has allowed those still 
mourning Wills loss to feel closer to him. 

“I think the reason they chose to donate Christmas gifts 
is because of the holidays correlation with Christ,” she said. 
“Will is still alive with Christ and we always remain close to 
him through this.” 

She also said its evident that Wills memory lives on each 
time the volunteers see a smile spread across a sick child’s 
face. 

“This is a way to see him still make people smile even 
though he’s not here,” she said. 

Each year volunteers begin collecting money and donations 
of new toys to fill Will’s Chevy S10 truck. The truck will be 
driven by a friend or family-member of Will’s up to the hospi¬ 
tal where volunteers will unload the toys and make an official 
donation to MWMH. 

The volunteers are able to visit with those children who are 
in the hospital when the toys are dropped off. 

Judge said actually being there when the toys are handed 
over is the most rewarding part of working with the charity. 

“It’s a very emotional experience,” she said. “But, it’s beauti¬ 
ful. You really feel Will there.” 

20-year-old Mitchell Weekley was friends with Will from 
the time the boys began sixth grade together. He has worked 
with the charity each year since it began because he said he 
wants to honor his friend. 

“It’s a good way to honor Will,” he said. “I wanted to try to 
help make something good out of something bad that hap¬ 
pened.” 

He also recalled Will’s kindness and remarked that if the 
roles had been reversed, “Will would do the same for me.” 

He said Will was “kind and caring” and the kind of guy who 
could “make my worst day into my best day.” 

Ultimately, the volunteers, as Weekley said, want to help 
out children who are less fortunate. 

Volunteers recently set a road block and raised $771 to 
purchase toys and batteries for the children. 

Donations will still be taken until Nov. 30. The toys will be 
donated the morning of Dec. 1. 

The charity accepts monetary donation as well as donation 
of new toys. 

Judge stressed the importance of donating toys that are still 
in the packaging to ensure they are sanitary when donated to 
the children. 

There are toy drop off boxes at the Christian Worship 
Center and the River Drive Christian Church.

projects for the dozens of students in 
FBLA. 

The group decided to revive the event 
and have been running the show for 
several years. 

Witt said those who attend can expect 
an occasion similar to years past but 
that shouldn’t discourage people from 
coming out and enjoying the day 

“The weather is supposed to be nice 
and we have a lot to offer people in the 
community,” she said. 

There will be a Craft and Christmas 
Fair in the courthouse that will be open 
all day. Vendors have already applied 
for booths and Witt said the spots are 
full. She encouraged those who are still 
interested in setting up to do so on the 
Courthouse lawn. 

Other activities include gingerbread 
house contests, Christmas cookie dec¬ 
orating contest, pictures with Santa 
sponsored by the Family, Career and 
Community Leaders of America and 
live entertainment on the courthouse 
steps. 

Witt said there will be drama teams, 
individuals singers and group singings 
performing throughout the day. 

For a donation of three or more non- 
perishable items, carriage rides around 
the courthouse will be given. The items 
will be donated to local food banks. 


Beginning at 4 p.m., children can 
participate in story time with Santa 
and help decorate the large community 
Christmas tree in front of the court¬ 
house. 

Witt said things, “get a little more 
serious” as the community gathers to 
hear guest speakers talk about “the real 
meaning of Christmas.” 

This year Brad Brinegar from 
Ravenna Church of God, Irvine Mayor 
Ernest Farmer and Estill County Judge- 
Executive Wallace Taylor have been 
invited to speak. 

Several items will be raffled off and 
the community will prepare for the tree 
lighting ceremony. 


Witt said Farmer and Taylor have 
always been helpful and generous in 
helping the group put together the 
event. 

She described the event as a sort of 
beautiful chaos. 

She said seeing the community come 
together makes all the effort worth¬ 
while. 

“Every year I ask myself, ‘Why am I 
doing this to myself,” she laughed. “But, 
at the end of it all, it’s worth it.” 

She said she wants to stress to the 
community that this is a service project 
on behalf of the group, not a fundraiser. 

“We wanted to offer something to the 
community,” she said.

dark crevices of furniture or other 
materials. 

Cole said he has made several visits 
to the school since confirming the case 
of bed bugs and assures parents precau¬ 
tions are being taken to protect the other 
students. 

He advised parents to take measures at 
home as well. 

Bed bugs can be transferred by being 
carried into homes, hotels or schools in 
clothes, bedding, furniture or suitcases. 

“It’s important for parents to check their 
kids belongings, especially their back¬ 
packs, for any signs of bed bugs,” he said. 

He said if parents find anything suspi¬ 
cious, they can throw items into the dryer 


for 30 minutes. 

“The heat will kill the bugs,” he said. 

He also said it’s important for parents to 
educate themselves about the pests. 

There are fact sheets available at the 
Estill County Health Department and 
information can also be obtained by 
accessing the United States Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) website at www. 
epa.gov/bedbugs. 

According the EPA, “bed bugs are not 
known to transmit or spread disease.” 

But, parents should be aware of symp¬ 


toms of the pests that include itchy welts 
on the skin caused by bites. 

“It may take as long as 14 days for a welt 
to appear from the bed bug bite,” accord¬ 
ing to the fact sheet. 

Cole said if parents discover they do 
have an infestation, there are measures 
that can be taken to control and fix the 
problem. 

He encourages checking mattresses, 
couches and appliances and contacting a 
professional exterminator if bed bugs are 
found in your home.

I am a very concerned and 
frustrated parent of three daugh¬ 
ters that are enrolled in the Estill 
County school system. 

My oldest is in eighth grade at 
the Middle school and I have a 
second and first grader at Estill 
Springs Elementary. 

For the past month all of my 
daughters have fought off several 
illnesses, one right after another. 
They have missed school several 
times because of this. 

I am a stay at home mom and 
make sure that our house and my 
girls are very well taken care of 
and other than putting them in a 
bubble before they go to school 


every morning, I don’t know what 
else I can do. 

Our school system has very 
strict policies on missing school. I 
have taken my girls to the doctor 
every time they have been ill to 
ensure their quick recovery. 

All of my girls were sick last 
week and missed the first couple 
of days in the week. I took all 
of them to the doctor. I finally 
get them feeling better and send 
them back to school for just a few 
days and now a stomach virus has 
spread through our house like 
fire. 

Everyone of them are home 
today still sick from it. I know 
that the school cannot help chil¬ 
dren spreading sickness but it 


seems like they could possibly 
re-evaluate their missing school 
policies and step up their clean¬ 
ing process at school. 

Doctor excuses are expected for 
every day missed and after being 
a parent for the last 13 years, I 
can tell you that not every one 
can afford to take their kids to 
the doctor two or three times in 
a month, nor do we need to take 
them when they get a stomach 
virus, etc. 

Our school systems seem more 
concerned about the days missed 
of school than they do exactly 
why the children miss or taking 
care of it. Me and my husband 
have considered pulling our girls 
out of school, to home school 


them just so they won't get so 
sick every year. 

Last year was the same way. 
Our girls's education is extremely 
important to us and we don’t 
want them to miss school, but I 
can’t find any reason to send my 
girls to school sick with some¬ 
thing contagious to spread to 
everyone else before they are well. 

I cannot be the only parent 
that is in this situation and feels 
as I do about this. I am writing 
to you because honestly, I don’t 
know what else to do. 

I do not want to pull my girls 
out of public school and have 
them miss out on all the perks 
of public schooling, but unfor¬ 
tunately, that may be our only 
alternative.

Caregiving can be stress¬ 
ful, and these stresses can be 
exacerbated around the holi¬ 
days as you are faced with 
added responsibilities and 
obligations. Whether this is 
your first holiday season as 
a caregiver or you have been 
providing care for years, 
you can do several things to 
make the holidays easier on 
you, the person you’re caring 
for and your extended family 
and friends by following the 
recommendations below. 

Plan ahead. This includes 
shopping for gifts and food 
for the holiday meal(s) well 
in advance of the holiday. 
Doing so can minimize the 
chances you will feel rushed 
or stressed as the holiday 
approaches. In addition, 
it may help you spread out 
your holiday spending over a 
couple of months instead of 
just one. 

Prepare your guests. This 


may be the first time your 
guests will see their loved 
one since you became their 
caregiver, and you don’t want 
your family members or the 
person you’re caring for to 
be frustrated or embarrassed 
by their health situation. 
Remind your guests of any 
physical and mental limita¬ 
tions your loved one may 
have. Celebrate the holidays 
where the person you are 
caring for resides. This can 
keep their stress levels lower 
as they don’t have to worry 
about traveling or being in 
an unfamiliar environment. 

Ask for help. Have some¬ 
one run errands for you, 
such as mailing Christmas 
cards or picking up items 


from the grocery store, or 
have them stay with your 
loved one so you can do 
those tasks. Most people are 
happy to help if you ask. 

Take time for yourself. 
Take a break from caregiv¬ 
ing and holiday planning to 
do something that you really 
want to do. Simple things 
such as taking a winter walk 
or enjoying coffee and a con¬ 
versation with a friend can 
help to improve your spirits.

Local girl taking donations

It’s a toxic world we live in

A hundred years ago, life expec¬ 
tancy was not what it is now, mainly 
because there weren’t effective treat¬ 
ments for common contagious ill¬ 
nesses. Complications like pneu¬ 
monia and diarrhea, which can usu¬ 
ally be treated easily and effectively 
nowadays, often proved fatal back 
then. 

People expect to live longer today, 
but there’s more and more research 
that suggests the toxins that abound 
in the world today accumulate in 
our bodies and can even be passed 
on to our children, causing all sorts 
of problems. 

Toxins are suspected to be the 
cause, at least in part, of a set of ill¬ 
nesses and disorders that our grand¬ 
parents probably never heard of. 


Some of those are autism, hor¬ 
mone and thyroid disease, autoim¬ 
mune diseases and allergies. 

We like to think our homes are 
less polluted than the outside world 
which is affected by oil spills, gas 
fumes, pesticides, herbicides and 
things like that. 

However, according to the EPA’s 
website, the inside of our homes is 
likely to be two to five times more 
toxic than the outside. The site 
ranks indoor air pollution among 
the top five environmental health 
risks. 

Gaseous pollutants are “out- 
gassed” from furniture, building 
materials, paints, solvents, cleaning 
materials and pesticides. 

And that “new car” smell that is so 
popular? It’s caused by toxic plastics 
and flame retardants. 

This is not a very reassuring 
thought, but basically anything that 
smells new or “good”—air fresh¬ 
eners, most candles, soap, lotions, 
shampoos and toothpaste--have 
ingredients that are known to be 
harmful to humans. 

Sodium lauryl sulfate is a com¬ 
mon ingredient found in most soaps, 
shampoos and toothpastes but one 
which leaves toxic residuals in our 
hearts, livers, lungs and brains. 

Even our shower curtains emit 
unhealthy gases, and our skin soaks 
up toxins from the water we bathe 
in. Maybe the kids are right when 


they say they don’t need a bath. 

The containers we store and cook 
our foods in contain toxins, espe¬ 
cially Teflon cookware, plastic con¬ 
tainers and cans with BPA linings. 

It isn’t just the air that’s polluted in 
our homes. Cancer risks are said to 
be much higher in those who drink 
chlorinated water than those who 
don’t. 

More than 3,000 artificial pre¬ 
servatives, food additives, and col¬ 
orings have been approved by the 
FDA. Many of our processed “foods” 
contain a long list of these ingredi¬ 
ents. 

When we learn the extent of 
the toxins present in our lives, it’s 
enough to make us want to throw 
up our hands. 

We can’t avoid all toxins, but there 
are some pretty simple changes we 
can do that will make a difference. 
One of the easiest is to open the 
windows for a little while each day 
if it isn’t too cold. Fresh air really 
is good for us. For those who live 
in town or a more polluted area, it’s 
recommended that you do this in 
the morning before traffic becomes 
heavy. 

Stainless steel cookware is con¬ 
sidered one of the healthiest to use 
because it is most stable. It’s impor¬ 
tant to use wooden utensils to pre¬ 
vent scratching the bottom which 
causes more metals to leach into 
food. 


Avoid the use of pesticides if at 
all possible. Healthychild.org says 
it is against Federal law to label any 
pesticide “safe.” 

Instead, take steps to prevent the 
entry of pests in the first place, or 
use an old-fashioned remedy like 
boric acid to kill ants and roaches. 

For your skin, make your own 
moisturizer using olive oil, almond 
oil, or coconut oil. You can scent it 
with a couple drops of essential oil 
if you like. Use castile soap, or buy 
organic products. 

Buy furniture made from solid 
wood. Furniture make from ply¬ 
wood or pressed particle board are 
often made with glues containing 
formaldehyde, a known carcinogen 
that emits toxins into the air. 

Clean up indoor air by reducing 
the use of toxic sprays, cleaners and 
candles. Check for mold and take 
steps to get rid of it. 

It’s important to eat healthy. Grow 
your own food as much as possible. 
Buy locally grown organic food, or 
organics from the grocery. Cook 
your own food. Make your own 
baby food. If buying canned food, 
look for cans that say BPA-free. 

Avoid plastics if possible, and use 
real plates or paper plates. Plastics 
are coded, and some are more harm¬ 
ful than others. Look for the code 
on the bottom of water bottles, etc. 
There will be a number inside a 
chasing arrow triangle. Ones to 


avoid are 1, 3, 6 and 7. 2, 4 and 5 are 
better, though not necessarily safe. 

Here are some healthy cleaning 
recipes from healthychild.org. 

For a good all-purpose disinfectant, 
mix 2 teaspoons borax, 4 tablespoons 
vinegar and 3 to 4 cups hot water 
in a spray bottle. For extra cleaning 
power, add 1/4 teaspoon liquid soap 
to the mixture. T 

General dusting is best done with a 
damp cloth. Dry dusting simply stirs 
up dust and moves it around. Also, 
try 1 teaspoon olive oil per 1/2 cup 
vinegar. Mix together in a bowl and 
apply with a soft cloth. 

For windows, put 3 tablespoons 
vinegar per 1 quart water in a spray 
bottle. Some recommend using half 
vinegar and half water. For extra- 
dirty windows try this: 1/2 teaspoon 
liquid soap, 3 tablespoons vinegar 
and 2 cups of water. Shake well. The 
best way to get streak-free windows 
is to use newspaper instead of paper 
towels to wipe them. 

These tips might not sound glam¬ 
orous, but they are cheap and effec¬ 
tive—and don’t include the toxins 
that accumulate in our bodies. 

Decreasing toxins in our homes is 
possible, though it will require some 
time and energy to learn to do so. 
I think our health and well-being, 
as well as that of our children and 
grandchildren, depends on it.

As problems often do, a problem 
developed in an individuals life, and it 
was a serious problem. Then, it grew 
worse, and in due time, hospitalization 
became necessary. After a series of diag¬ 
nostic tests, members of the family were 
assembled at an appropriate place in the 
hospital and medical professionals 
gave them the test results that indicat¬ 


ed that the problem was, indeed, serious 
and life threatening. 

Members of the family, as family mem¬ 
bers usually are in such 

situations, were devastated by the 
information they received. Their hearts 
were broken, and they shed many tears 
of grief.

Blame is found and placed 
somewhere else. For some reason, God, 
the supreme architect of the universe 
who is responsible for 

all things, must have sent that bad 
thing upon us; therefore we suffer. 

Dating back to about 586 B. C. when 
Jerusalem was captured and 
destroyed by the Chaldeans, it has 
been a basic assumption of the Judeo- 
Christian community that God “does not 
willingly bring affliction or grief to the 
children of men.

ECMO support made the difference between 
life or death for young Irvine patient

For most babies, reaching the one-year mark is just another 
milestone on the growth chart. For baby Clay Eaton of Irvine, 
Ky., who is officially one year old today, it’s a miracle. 

Clay was diagnosed with a congenital diaphragmatic hernia 
(CDH) in the 18th week of gestation — a birth defect that 
severely hampered his chances of survival. The day he was 
born, his parents, Hannah and Eric, were prepared but anx¬ 
ious for Clay to arrive and start receiving treatment. 

“It was really overwhelming, and I was thinking ‘This is the 
calm before the storm,”’ Hannah said. “When he came out, I 
was anxious to hear if there was a cry or not — and he made 
a little cry, like a whimper. We could hear that little whimper 
all the way down the hall — and it was good to hear even that 
small noise.” 

The average survival rate for babies born with a congenital 
diaphragmatic hernia is about 60-70 percent; however, due 
to the severity of Clay’s defect, his doctors gave him only a 
10 percent chance of survival — unless Clay could receive 
extracorporeal membrane oxygenation (ECMO) support once 
he was born, which would raise his survival chances to about 
75 percent. 

During Hannah’s pregnancy, the Eatons were referred to 
the University of Kentucky, where physicians have utilized 
ECMO support since 1994. UK houses one of only two com¬ 
prehensive ECMO programs in the state of Kentucky, and was 
recently awarded a prestigious ECMO Center of Excellence 
designation by the Extracorporeal Life Support Organization. 

The thought of Clay needing ECMO was frightening, says 
Hannah, but ultimately their best possible option. 

“We were hoping we wouldn’t have to use ECMO,” Hannah 
said. “I guess in my mind, ECMO meant really, really sick 
babies, and I didn’t want to think about Clay being a sick 
baby... but once the time came, there was no other route.” 

Clay was born on Oct. 24, 2011, via a planned Cesarean 
section. His small intestines, liver and spleen had formed in 
his chest cavity, pushing against his lungs. As a result, his lungs 
were not fully developed, and his heart was pushed over to the 
right side of his body. 

“Neither of Clay’s lungs could fully expand,” said Dr. 
Hubert Ballard, director of neonatal and pediatric ECMO at 
UK. “And that’s why ECMO was so important for Clay and 
for other newborns with similar defects. ECMO is essentially 
like a prolonged heart-lung bypass — it allowed the machine 
to do the work of those organs while his lungs healed and 


expanded.” 

Clay was placed on ECMO support at only 18 hours old, 
and remained on the system for eight days so that his lungs 
could recover. The ECMO support also allowed pediatric 
surgeon Dr. John Draus and his team to move Clay’s internal 
organs down into the abdomen and construct a diaphragm 
from mesh to replace the half that was missing. 

“Access to ECMO was critically important for Clay, and 
I do not believe he would have survived without it,” said 
Draus. “Furthermore, I don’t believe he would have survived 
transport to UK if he had been born at a hospital that did not 
provide ECMO. He was very unstable and there was no time 
for delay.” 

Clay and his parents spent the next eight months at 
Kentucky Children’s Hospital. Draus has so far performed 
eight procedures on Clay, including placement of J-tube (a 
feeding tube that hooks directly into the jejunum) and further 
surgery to repair the first mesh diaphragm, which needed 
adjusting as Clay grew. But on June 26, Hannah and Eric 
finally got to bring their baby boy home to Irvine. 

At home, Clay still requires much specialized care — he is 
still hooked up to a ventilator to help him breathe, and he still 
has his J-tube. The equipment requires near-constant supervi¬ 
sion for blockages or other problems, but it’s all part of being 
able to stay at home in the comfort of what Hannah affection¬ 
ately calls their CICU — Clay Intensive Care Unit. 

“It was amazing to be able to bring him home,” Hannah 
said. “The doctors and nurses trained us well on using the 
equipment, and we felt completely comfortable going home.” 

Now a year old and counting, Clay continues to improve 
and grow. His pulmonologist, Dr. Michael Anstead, has given 
the Eatons the go-ahead to begin weaning Clay off of his ven¬ 
tilator. In the next few months, Draus plans to do a procedure 
to give Clay a G-tube (a feeding tube that will go directly into 
the stomach) to replace the J-tube, and eventually the Eatons 
will begin easing him into solid foods. 

As he grows, says Draus, Clay’s doctors will keep a close 
eye on him for any potential problems that may occur in the 
future. Though Clay cannot speak yet, due to his tracheotomy, 
Draus said Clay is progressing nicely. 

“Clay is doing very well given how sick he was,” Draus 
said. “He smiles, looks around, grabs things, and recognizes 
his parents - many of the things that a normal’ baby his age 
does. He will hopefully catch up in the future and have a long, 
happy life.” 

Draus places much of the credit for Clay’s good health on 



his parents’ devotion to his care. 

“Clay’s an incredibly lucky boy to have two loving parents 
taking care of him,” Draus said. “I cannot stress enough the 
value of this for babies who have multiple medical problems.” 

Hannah, who serves as a full-time stay-at-home mother to 
Clay, credits the strong support system she has at home — the 
family members and friends who have always been willing to 
lend a hand when she or Eric needed a break. 

“It’s a sacrifice, I guess, to stay at home with him all the 
time, but I wouldn’t want it any other way,” Hannah said. “We 
have lots of family close by who have been a huge help, and 
that support has made all the difference in his well-being... 
and ours!”

Local woman experiences “gold rush” in Nevada

The term “gold rush” brings 
to mind hordes of miners 
leading pack mules through 
rocky canyons and stopping 
to pan for gold in promising 
mountain streams. 

There’s a gold rush happen¬ 
ing in northeastern Nevada, 
but an Estill County woman 
says mining gold is not what 
it used to be. 

Rhonda Turner worked 
as an intern this summer 
for Barrick Gold, the larg¬ 
est gold-mining company 
in North America, to finish 
requirements for a degree 
in Environmental Health 
Science. 

Goldstrike is the name of 
the mine where she worked, 
and it’s the largest in North 
America. The mine consists 
of two underground sections 
and one huge open pit mine. 

Her duties were mostly in 
the Safety and Health divi¬ 
sion, and one of her biggest 
projects was to update and 
revise safety and health poli¬ 
cies and procedures. 

She also conducted safety 
meetings. 

“They are very strict out 
there. If you throw an aerosol 
can in the trash that is not 
punctured, you can get fined 
as much as $5000. 

“Part of my job description 
was to check that people were 
wearing their hard hats, safety 
glasses and steel-toed shoes.” 

Although she worked in 
and around a gold mine for 
ten weeks, she says, “I never 
saw any shine or shimmer, or 
if I did it was fool’s gold.” 

Although nobody’s car¬ 
rying around gold nuggets 
in their pockets, the rocks 
and dirt at Gold Strike mine 
have microscopic particles of 
gold in them. The process 
to remove it is complicated 
and requires the use of some 
of the largest earth-moving 
equipment made. 

Gigantic loaders scoop the 
dirt out of an open pit mine 
100 tons at a time and fill 
trucks that hold 320 tons. 
“There is only about of 
an ounce of gold per ton, 
but with gold about $1600 an 
ounce, when you do the math, 
you can see that it’s worth the 
trouble,” Rhonda said. 


“The giant trucks cost 
$1,000,000 each and the tires 
cost $50,000 per tire. 

“They go all day long, 
24/7.” The pit mine is so vast 
that even the huge trucks look 
“like a bunch of ants playing 
in the dirt” from the top of it. 

The shovel bucket that 
scoops up the dirt is “as big 
as a house, and it rips right 
into a wall of rock and dirt,” 
she said. “I would never have 
believed they made this stuff, 
if I hadn’t seen it myself.” 

The process of separating 
the gold from ordinary rock 
is an even more complicated 
one. 

“First the dirt and rocks 
are ground up in a crusher to 
powder. It’s heated in a roast¬ 
er, mixed with cyanide and 
water, then cooled. After the 
water is brought to a certain 
temperature, it is mixed with 
carbon and the gold adheres 
to it and can then be removed. 
The gold is sent straight to the 
refinery, which is on site, and 
poured into bars.” 

Naturally, security was tight 
in and around a gold mine. 
“If you weren’t transported 
to town from one of their 
buses, or arriving in a Barrick 
vehicle, you weren’t getting’ 
in,” she said. 

Her youngest son, Cody, 
accompanied her on her trip 
out west, and they did some 
sight-seeing while they were 
there. They traveled to Lake 
Tahoe, a spot she described as 
“just beautiful,” and to Reno, 
famous for its casinos. 

One of their most inter¬ 
esting experiences was the 
Basque festival, which fea¬ 
tures food, music and dance 
of the Basque people, an 
ethnic group that originated 
from north-central Spain and 
south-western France. 

Although the weather was 
sometimes very hot, it was 
a different kind of heat, she 
said. “There was no humid¬ 
ity, so the air dried out our 
skin and hair, even the inside 
of the nose and ears.” 

They experienced some 
thunderstorms, which pro¬ 
duced lots of thunder and 
lightning, but little rain. 

When it did rain, it caused 
the sagebrush that was every¬ 
where to “smell terrible.” 

Elko, at the foot of the 
Ruby Mountains, is about an 
hour and a half drive from 



the mine. It is considered a 
boom town, the closest place 


for mine workers to stay, and 
housing is extremely hard to 


find. 

“An apartment can go for 
$1000 if you’re lucky, and that 
doesn’t include the utilities. 
It’s an older town with casi¬ 
nos, but isn’t as flashy as Reno 
or Las Vegas. 

“If gold prices drop, the 
town will be empty. Mining 
keeps the town going, but the 
locals don’t necessarily like it. 

“People who live there don’t 
go to the casinos—they go 
camping. They take boats 
and trailers and head out to 
one of the area man-made 
lakes.” 

Barrick Gold is known 


for being environmentally 
responsible, and the company 
is required to reclaim the sites 
where they are literally mov¬ 
ing mountains. 

Turner said the company 
expects to have enough min¬ 
ing left in that location to last 
at least another 50 years. 

Rhonda counts the experi¬ 
ence with Barrick a valuable 
one but is hoping to find a job 
closer to home and her family. 
She and her husband live at 
Picnic Hill off Richmond Rd., 
and she has three grown chil¬ 
dren who aren’t far away.
